pital. 


By a freak of fate, while the 


high-powered heavy machine 
driven by Schuetz, careened off 
the road and smashed into a 
telephone pole, strewing the 
wreckage over the ditch, the 
light Ford of Ole Lee, of Mc- 
Farland, which, was struck by 
the big auto, escaped with the 
loss of two wheels and a fender, 
while Ole Lee was not injured. 


The accident occurred on Trunk 


line No. 12, on the Madison side of 
McFarland. The party of four in

When you imposed this restriction you simply paved the 


way to trouble. For it is not to be expected that your wife 
will obey you. Doubtless she, like most women, finds a reason- 
able use of powder necessary to a well-groomed appearance. 
And doubtless she will continue to use it. 


While an excessive use "of cosmetics is not in-good taste 


and you are justified in asking your wife to use them with 
moderation, the matter is not serious enough to be made such 
an issue as it is likely to become if you persist in the dicta- 
torial course you have taken. 


Furthermore, your letter indicates that there is some ques- 


tion, even rn your mind, as to whether or not she really has 
used cosmetics to excess. 


Withdraw this arbitrary command before it causes trou- 


ble between you. If your wife sees that you are reasonable, she 
will likely to be reasonable, too. Instead of forbidding her using 
rouge and powder, comment favorably upon her appearance 
when she has used them with restraint.

HE Common Council took a big step 


forward 
Friday night when 
it 


passed measures designed to protect the 
young people of this city against influ- 
ences that are demoralizing. We refer 
to the carnival and dance hall ordin- 
ances.

[To the Editor]—The railroad trouble is the 


direct result of definite purpose of the railroads 
to destroy labor unions and to enforce the open 
shop. 


Unions and collective bargaining on the part 


of railroad men are pointed to by the railroad 
publicity bureau as being "Bolshevistic" and a« 
menacing the safety of the republic. 


And yet the raliroads themselves are organ- 


ized into general, sectional and local unions for 
the purpose of collective bargaining, concerted 
action, political pressure, 
co-operative 
pub- 


licity, lobbying for treasury raids and class leg- 
islation, and control of freight and passenger 
rates and movements. 


Notice, as you read your newspapers, that no 


individual railroad acts or speaks for itself. 
No railroad executive speaks for himself or 
acts for himself. Fix in your mind a list of 
these railroad unions—not unions of railroad 
men, 
but unions of railroads. Make a list of 


them and at the end of a week you^ will see 
which side of the controversy really is organ- 
ized. 


There is the Association of Railway execu- 


tives, the Association of Railways entering Chi- 
cago, American Railway Association, the Asso- 
ciation of Eastern and Western Railways, of 
Trunk Lines, of Short Lines, 
of 
Passenger 


Agents. There are in all 77 local, state, na- 
tional and international associations of rail- 
roads—which are unions. 


Open shop! Organizations!

fants in arms as compared with their employers 
when it comes to the question of organization, 
concerted action and collective bargaining—and j 
bullying and blundering and lobbying and prop- | 
ngandizing, and subsidizing and general com- j

The Machinists 


The International Association of Machinists, 


one of the most important of the organizations 
participating in the railroad shopmen's strike, 
numbers on its rolls 
approximately 250,000 


men, 
officials declare, of which almost 100,000 


are employed in railroad shops or in shops do- 
ing railroad work. 


The organization is among the oldest of the 


country, although its present title does not date 
farther "back than 1SS9. 
In 1S5S groups of 


skilled blacksmiths and machinists banded to- 
gether to form their first organization. 
The 


union thrived for some years, and became a 
part of the famous Knights of Labor. 


So important a part did the railroad machin- 


ists take in that body that they became the 
dominant faction. 
In the eighties, leaders re- 


called, when the Knights of Labor, went under 
the ban, the members, especially in the West, 
had to change their names and seek jobs else- 
where hiding their union membership to avoid 
persecution. 


The Knights were finally disrupted and the 


machinists got along as best they could until, 
in 1886, the railroad machinists in the shops at 
Atlanta, Georgia, met and reorganized. 


At the first yearly 
convention 
machinists 


representatives from various sections of the 
country attended, and the name was fixed as The 
National Association of Machinists. The next 
year delegates from Canada, practically the en- 
tire country, and elsewhere, attended, the or- 
ganization was extended into an international 
body, and the name changed to the present title. 


The membership, composed for the most part 


of the highest type of skilled mechanics, has 
always taken a leading part in railroading. 
While the various local sections of the union 
have been embroiled in constant trouble of one j 
sort or another with the railroad executives, 
> 


union officials declared the present walk-out _ is , 
only the second general strike of the entire | 
body. The first occurred in 1901, when the 
men rebelled against the ten-hour day. 
The 


association counted that one a moral victory, 
for the men generally never returned to the ten- 
hour day, the maximum remaining 
at 
nine 


hours, which several years later was reduced 
to eight. 


At that time, however, officials said, the or- 


ganization 'did not adhere to the main princi- 
ple of the present strike, that no man should 
return to work until agreements paved the way 
for the return of all, but the men then went 
back to their 'jobs by local groups. 


However, it was emphatically declared on the 


first day of the present strike, that just as the 
rail executives have organized into one central 
body to lower wages, so will the unions fight 
in one organization for the return to former 
scales. 


While the many sections of the association 


have taken part in a long list of strikes, local 
and sectional, long and short, among the r"ost 
bitter and longest were the following: 


The general strike of 1901, 
which ' lasted, 


eight months; on the Southern Railway in the 
same year, which lasted about the same time; 
on the Union Pacific -in 1902, duration 
nine 


months; on the Canadian Pacific, 1903, dura-^ 
tion eight weeks; on the Santa Fe, same year, 
lasted four years; on the Erie, 1906, lasted two 
years; on the Baltimore and Ohio, 1910, dura-

Sweden's prohibition campaign, now at its 


height, has become largely a battle of statis- 
tics. While the "dry" forces point with pride 
to the fact that they won a victory in the Riks- 
dag when that body vote to hold a consultative 
plebiscite of the "wet" and "dry" issue on Aug. 
ust 27 of this year, the anti-prohibitionists are 
quoting government statistics and the reports 
of medical authorities. 


The reports of the government district phy- 


sicians scattered all over the country are now 
being received by the Swedish Medical Board 
which recently went on record against total 
prohibition. Virtually all of the physicians re- 
port that d^inkenness appears to be decreas- 
ing in their respective districts, and that in 
many parts of the coufctry home-brewing is de- 
clining. 


The Royal Social Board's latest report shows 


that during the first quarter of this year in- 
ebriety showed a farther decline, there being

lustful; heis to have no counselor, 
no friend in who mhe can confide. 
Then comes -his trial. Commanded 
by the ghost to avenge the murder 
of his royal father by the present 
king, now the husband of his moth- 
er, yet admonished also to give no 
distress or injury to the queen, he 
hesitates between duty to his fa- 
ther and duty to his mother. Ham- 
let alone knows of the murder as 
revealed by the ghost and so can- 
not kill the guilty usurper without 
giving the. world some proof of the 
justice of his act, so fine is his con- 
science.
